WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.— Signa- 
ture of the treaty of peace between 
the United States and Germany was 
announced formally at the State De- 
partment, Thursday, by Secsatary 
Charles Evans Hughes. 

The text was made public, follow- 
ed by a statement in which the Sec- 
retary summarized the provisions of 
the treaty, which is a document of 
about 1,600 wordSr 

The treaty la designed to re-estab- 
lish tlm dVMaatic relations broken 
off February S, If 1^ and eouaiato of 
three artlelea aa# a p w a mMa. 

ArtMlt^M gukrantaea an tha part 
of Qenufm^ to tha Vulted S^m 
rights and prlvilegea raoalyai updar 
the Porter-Knox peace reaolutlon, lis- 
cluding "all the rights and advant- 
ages stipulated tor the benefit of the 
United States in the treaty of yei> 
sailles." 

Specific provision is made that the 
United States shall not be bound by 
the clalises in the Versailles treaty 
providing for a League of Nations, 
and that no action of the League 
shall be binding on the United States 
unless the United States gives special 
parmlsfidOB. 

It also Is declared that the United 
States caanot, without ita assent be 
regarded as a party to eommtssions 
concerned in reparattqna and other 
conditions growing out of the war. 

These reservations are made in Ar*' 
tide 2, in which the rights and ad- 
vantages for the United States, as set 
forth in the Versailles treaty, are re- 
ferred to. 

It is made clear that "while tho 
United States is privileged to partici- 
pate in the Reparations Commissiou" 
under the Versailles treaty. It la ftot 
bound to participate in it. 

Article 3 provides for the rati- 
fiication and exchange of copies of 
the treaty. 

The treaty providaa <hat tha United 
States aaaumea ayigitlan under 
those partt>9C><0» l^ffaMtoa^tifMy 
relating to tha bounAiilfto" 6r CMr- 
many, to the political clauses for Ea- 
rope, to thoee embracing certain pro- 
visions with respect to China, Slam, 
Liberia, Morocco, Egypt, Turkey, 
Bulgaria and Shantung. 

It is provided that the United 
States .shall not assume any obliga- 
tion for that part of the Versailles 
treaty relating to intematloaal Or« 
ganization of labor. .

Chas. M. Harriss, Democratic lead 
jer in the Iventucky State Senate and 
president pro tempore of the last ses- 
sions, died at his ^ome near Ver 
sailles, at 9:40 o'clock Wednesday 
night. Senator Harriss had 
been seriously ill for two week.s, and 
his life had been despaired of for 
two or three days. His death w.as 
caused by uraemie poisoning. 

He was in a comatose condition 
for several hours before the en 1 
\ came. 

! Sentor Harris was one of the best 
known Democratic leaders in the 
State. He is aiinrived by his widow 
and two little daughters, one aged 
four, and the other not yet a year 
old; two brothers, Theodore Harriss, 
cashier of the Harriss-Sellers Ba.ik 
of Versailles, and John Harrisa, 
magistrate <ff Woodf6rd county; 
three sisters, Mrs. John 11. Berry- 
man, Mrs. Hunter Brothers and Mrs. 
Jennie Barkley. of Versailles. 

Senator Harriss was born in Wood- 
ford county, Kentucky. May 23, 1873. 
He was the son of NathM and Mar- 
garet Morgan Harriss. 

He was educated in the public 
schools of Woodford county, the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky, Transylvania 
College and the University of Vir- 
ginia, securing his legal education at 
the latter institstlmi. 

He was for many years actively 
engaged in business in Versailles, 
besides operating a farm and prac- 
ticing law. He was elected State 
Senator from the Twenty-second 
Senatorial District at the November 
election in 1917 and dnHnir the 1920 
session was chosen president pro 
tempore of the Senate, presiding over 
that body in the absence of Lieuten- 
ant QoTemqr S. Thurston Ballard. 
Since the 1920 session' he has several 
times been acting Governor of Ken- 
tucky when Governor Edwin P. Mor- 
row and Lieutenant Governor Thrus- 
ton Ballard both were out of tha 
State at the same time. 

During the war Senator Harriss 
served as a major in the judge-advo- 
cate geneimrt dwrtamt ftt W|psh- 
ington. 

Senator Harriss was a member of 

the Christian Church, the Masonic 
order. Knights of Pythias, Odd Fel- 
lows, Red Men and the Kappa Alpha 
and Phi Delta fraternities. 

The foMiml will be held this (Fri- 
day) afternoon, at the family home. 
The burial will take place on the fam- 
ily lot in the Versa ill* - rnnetery.

GIANT AIRSHIP EXPLODES IN 

The giant airship ZR-2, purchased 
by the United States from Great 
Britain, ^ploded ovei* the city of 
Hull, England, according to advices 
received in London shortly afttr 
6:30 o'clock Wednesday evening. 

The airship was passing over Hull 
in fine style when suddenly it was 
seen to break in two. Instantly there 
were terrific explosions and the air- 
ship burst into flames and commenc- 
ed to descend. Three parachutes 
were seen to leave the XR-8. 

It was while the ZR-2 was cruis- 
ing over Hull that she was seen to 
emerge from the clouds and sud- 
denly break in two. One portion 
appeared to rise in the air. The 
other descended slowly and fell into 
the Rnhiber. One explosion occur- 
red as the ship was falling and an- 
other after it touched the water. The 
wreckage floated on the water about 
200 yards from the riverside quay 
and continued to bum. 

It is known that at least six sur- 
vivors have been picked up, one of 
them with a brofeCB leg.

But at this 
time its usefulness seems to have suf 
fered a relapse and no one knows 
who the authorized agent of the soci- 
ety is. If such an organization la no 
longer in existence, it should be re- 
formed, and authority placed in the 
hands of some fearless man who will 
see that the offenders are arrested 
and brought to Justice.

BO ££PUBUCAN LEATIEKSHT? 

There is nothing aclentUlc about 
the Fordney tax bill. Neither the 

White House nor the Republican Con- 
gress has ever had a tax program; in 
fact, the White House haa had no 
program about anything eseept to 
pay election debts and keep the party 
together. The making of the tax bi\l 
has been a matter of gues.*^ work and 
catch-as-catch-can, .a matter of tem- 
porising and grasping at straws. This 
and that have been suggested as 
things to tax only to be abandoned. 
The lack of leadership has been pain- 
fully apparent. 

The trouble has been principally 
that the making of the tax bill as 
well as the tariff ball has been done 
with only political effect in mind;

The conference report on the anti- 
beer bill, definitely agreed on, and 
presented to the Senate, exempts a 
man's home from search without war- 
rant obtained in due course of law, 
but requires no warrant to search 
other property, provided an officer 
acts without malice and has reasona- 
ble cause to suspect the presence of 
liqiior. 

Along with the presentation of the 
report, word reached the Senate th;»,t 
prohibition leaders of the House had 
declared there would be no recess of 
Congress until the measure had been 
finally enaeted. Senate leaders, on 
the other hand, announced that tt 
was hopeless to expect Senate ac- 
ceptance in view of the rejection by 
the confrees of the Stanley amend- 
ment passed unanimously, and des- 
igned to protect the home and other 
property from indiscriminate search 
through imposition of heavy pen:vl 
ties.

LOUISVILLE, KY., Aug. 26. — Ap- 
proval of the co-operative tobacco 
marketing plan was included in res- 
olutions passed Thursday at ||m Una}, 
session of the Kentuslly Btiia Bank- 
ers' Association. 

The resolutions also approTed the 
intematioaal disarmament confer- 
ence, HM^Migh which, aecording to 
opinions expressed by the bankers, 
prosperity will be assured, if the 
conference ^ jiiiecessful. The reso- 
lutions also praised Congress for Its 
efforts "to rerisethe Federal tax law 
to the end that citizens may be re- 
lieved of aa much of the burden of 
taxation as is consistent with the re- 
quirements of the Government." 

Declaring that efCorts of the Fed- 
eral Government to improve condi- 
tions throughout the country would 
be fruitless unless City, County and 
State Governments are improved in 
tone, the resolutions urged that bus- 
iness men serve in the City Councils 
and the State Legislatures.' A gen- 
eral improvement of government will 
be brought about only through the 
efforts of the best citixois nf the 
State, it was declared. 

The reaolutlons also adToeated im- 
provements if Kintacky schools, and 
suflleient appropriations for the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky anS the normal 
schools in order that capable teachers 
may be employed to teach agricul- 
ture, commerce, the arts and the sci- 
ences. They also approved the 
movement for a Better School Week 
in the State early in September. 

The association approved recom- 
mendations by J. S. Crenshaw for co- 
operation between farm bureaus, 
boards of commerce, county schools 
and country banking associations.

The farmer has neyer asked for 
special privileges. He is not seckinj? 
to establish a national agricultural 
policy, or a place of harmony with 
the best interests of all classes. All 
he asks is that he be recognized in 
his relationship with the transporter, 
the laborer, the manufacturer, the 
distributor and the financier. "The 
time has come for the bankers to 
form a closer r^tUmslUp with the 
farmers."
